BAMBOO. 


Superstition of Chinese rind Indians o* 


f"' 
the Subject. 


Can your botanical readers give me 


uny information about the flowering 
of tho bamboo? 
U n t i l recently I was 


not aware that It presented any ex- 
traord'miry features, but about the 
middle of April tho bamboo in this lo- 
cality produced (lowers, to the great 
astonishment of everyone long resi- 
dent hero. The peasants and many of 
the more Ignorant townspeople regard- 
ed tho event with superstitions terror. 
It is supposed by them to portend a 
tea I lure of the crops, and possibly oven 
more serious disasters. A small anti- 
tax rising, some distance away, ap- 
peared for a few days to be a serlouf 
matter, and as It was In progress dui»- 
Ing the time at which the barn bo* 
flowers appeared many wore inclined 
to exaggerate enormously the danger 
of the situation. 
These superstitious 


terrors (closely resembling the fears 
f.ormerij' aroused in Europe on the 
appearance of a large 
comet) 
suffi- 


ciently show the rarity of the phe- 
nomenon.

On making Inquiry, I could on!/ 


hear of one man (I did not myself 
moot him) who had over seen the bau»- 
boo in flower before. 


I arn told that a species of bain bo* 


In Southern California flowers annual- 
ly, tho flower being at the top of the 
plant only. 
In the species growing 


here tho flowers were at all heights, 
arranged at frequent Intervals along 
almost every branch of tho plants. I 
obtained a photograph of a spray in 
flower, but unfortunately It Is so small 
that the distinction between leave* 
and inflorescences Is very imperfect.— 
(A. Tingle, Imperial Provincial Col- 
lege, Chlnanfu, Shantung, China.) 


As regards the point raised by your 


correspondent, I may sny that the feel- 
Ing of alarm aroused In the natives 
by the flowering of tho bamboo seem* 
to be widely spread in the Kast. 
I 


have myself heard of it when In In- 
dia. 


The fact Is that the bamboo only 


flowers once and then dies, and as a 
rule tho whole lot of plants, often 
covering large areas, bloom together. 


The reason of tills is t h a t (lie indi- 


viduals of a species are commonly gre- 
garious, and are all of the same ago, 
having tak"n simultaneous possession 
of ground rendered vacant, perhaps, 
by a previous and similar depopula- 
tion.-—London Nature.

Back to the Farm. 


A 


N Important change Is quietly but 
irresistibly 


coming about In the industrial situation in this coun- 
try. 
For years the tendency of ambitious young 


men lias been from the farms to the cities, lured by 


the higher wages and greater opportunities. 
The steady 


migration has resulted In a decided effect both upon the 
city wage.-? and upon the value of farm products. 
Wages 


are at a standstill; farm products are steadily rising in 
value. 
There Is a labor congestion in the cities and a 


growing Inability on tho part of the farmers to meet the 
ever-Increasing demands for their products. 


The American Agriculturist has prepared a compara- 


tive table of farm values, acreage, production and selling 
prices of the staple crops for a series of years. The three 
years taken for special comparison 
are 1904, 1901 and 


18'J!»; 1001 Is taken as an average year, 1896 as a low year 
and K)O4 as the most prosperous year that American agri- 
culture has ever known. 


Tho total value at the farm of the staple crops was $1,- 


820,000,000 In 1.S;)0, $2,532,000,000 In 1001, and $3,278,000,- 
000 In 100-1. Thus the total value of the last season's crops 
Is almost double that of the 1800 yield, an increase in value 
out of all proportion to tho Increase In production. 
Apples 


arc; the only crop which are less in quantity than In 1800, 
but hay, rye, wheat, corn and flaxseed wore produced in 
almost the same amount, The only large increase in pro- 
duction is in cotton, where the crop is almost a half larger 
than In 1800. Potatoes and oats show increase, but not 
much. 
In no case except cotton and barley has the in- 


crease In production at all approximated the Increase in 
population. 
The Increase In farm values has come not 


from Increased production, but from increased demand and 
consequent higher prices. The comparison of bushel farm 
values makes this more marked. Corn Is selling for twice 
what. It did In 1800, wheat for one-third more, potatoes for 
two-thirds more, hay for a third more. 


The re.niarkahlc conclusion of this crop compilation Is 


that In ton years there lias been hardly any appreciable In- 
crease In the quantity of staple crops produced except in 
cotton, riven in such products of loss total value as onions, 
hops and cranberries the quantity produced In the past 
year Is almost exactly the same as the production of ten 
years ago. 
The moaning of all this is that laws above 


human control are bound to turn the tide of migration back 
from the cities to the farms.—Indianapolis Sun.

The church has the same message 
and the same man in the pulpit from Sunday to Sunday. 
And yet the churches are filled. 
In another important fea- 


ture the theater has an advantage. 
It advertises thorough- 


ly and successfully. A. large percentage of its earnings go 
Into modern advertising. 
Seldom does the church spend 


dollar, for advertising; or If it does spend a little mon^y 


It Is Injudiciously spent. 


And yet the church draws. There must be a reason. 


There Is a reason. The church ministers to a great human 
need. 
It appeals to what Is highest and best in life. A 


great vacuum requires to be tilled. A great longing clam- 
ors to be satisfied. Men and women realize that they are 
threefold beings and that to cultivate body and mind alone 
is only two-thirds of culture. The man whose spiritual life 
Is atrophied may not feel this, but the normal man does. 
This Is the church's opportunity and the reason for its 
existence. 


The church makes a mistake when it falls to advertise. 


It has the best tiling In the world. The demand Is already 
created. There can be no substitution. It has a monop- 
oly. Therefore It should advertise. The church also makes 
a mistake when It permits Its ministers to whins about 
church attendance and call attention to the success of the 
theater and other "worldly" entertainments. 
You never 


catch a theater manager deploring a small house. 
He 


never whines In public. He talks big houses. And works 
for them. And gets them. 


The church Is doing very well. Indeed when one con- 


siders Its methods it does surprisingly well. If with its tre- 
mendous advantage it would adapt Itself somewhat to the 
plane of the age It would achieve the greatest success it has 
ever known—Kansas City World. 


Idleness the Object of Crime. 


T 


HERE is a well-founded theory among criminologlsts 
that there was never an habitual criminal or a per-, 
slstent law-breaker who did not have a deop-rooted 
and positive antipathy for any and every kind of 


work. 
They have reversed the old notion that idleness is 


the main cause of a criminal state of mind and they will 
advance many strong arguments to prove that there is 
something potential for evil innate in the individual who 
has a constitutional ambition to loaf. 


It has boon shown in carefully made statistics of'crime 


and criminals that if ail of the men and women who de- 
vote a year to the dishonest acquisition of money had spent 
the same period working at such honest pursuits as they 
might be fitted for, they would have acquired an aggre- 
gate sum nearly double the total of their peculations. 


This seems to argue that "easy times" rather than "easy 


money" was tho ultimate purpose in view. 


Nor is tho vice of idleness confined wholly to the dis- 


honest. A little re-flection will convince one that In many 
other instances indolence is the end rather than the means 
of slri, and that many inon and .women commit their worst 
and most frequent transgressions for tho deliberate purpose 
of experiencing the sodden joys of doing nothing. 


Tho mental and physical torpor which follows tho use 


of cocaine, morphine, opium and other drugs Is classed by 
many physiologists as tho very ecstasy of indolence, and 
in this sense it is apparent that indolence Is the object and 
not the moans of transgression, 


The glutton feeds himself into a state of semi-torpor 


which he has come to regard as delightful; tho drunkard 
doos the same; nor Is it necessary to enumerate the dozens 
of other vices practiced for the seeming purpose of achiev- 
ing Idleness.—Chicago Journal. 


The Rage for Risk. 
W 


ITH the increase of such popular amusements 
as are afforded by "loop-the-loop" contrivances, 
evolutions on parachutes, animal show exhibi- 
tions, and yet newer and more ingenious ar- 


rangements for catering to the "rage for risk," comes the 
demand from another section of the public, where more 
temperate and saner ideas prcrall, that something should 
be done by legislation, If necessary, to limit these exhibi- 
tions of human daring within the bounds of something 
like a decent regard for safety. 
Possibly, If the only per- 


sons who engaged In those performances and risked their 
llmb.s and lives, either ifor the mere "fun of the thing" 
or for business purposes, were adults, or men or women of 
the professional class, no protective measures would be 
necessary; but since Innocent children of tender age and 
giddy youth of both sexes are beguiled into these same 
dangerous sports, to be maimed for life or killed outright, 
it seems imperative that the law shall step in and draw 
the line beyond which those schemes for Imperiling human 
life shall not go. There still exists, we arc sorry to believe, 
a considerable fraction of people, oven in this enlightened 
land, who are but 111 tie above the level of the Romans of 
ancient days in their taste for vulgar and brutal shows.— 
Leslie's Weekly. 


ROYAL RUBBER MERCHANT. 


of Help-lain Owns Territory Kich 


in Product. 


The King of Hclglnm to-day, accord- 


Ing to the statement of M. Yander- 
velde, a socialist leader In the Belgian 
parliament, in the greatest rubber mer- 
chant in tho world, says the Hoston 
Transcript. The story of how tho king 
gained t h a t proud position is the story 
of liow he made himself absolute mus- 
ter 
of ;ii 1,1 n 111,1 Mil i of people and 
1.000.- 


000 square miles of the richest terri- 
tory in tiie world. Quite as marvelous 
in its way as Stanley's discovery of 
the great: Kongo basin Is the story of 
Klii^ Leopold's conquest of central Af- 
rica more marvelous In some respects, 
since the king has accomplished tills 
great enterprise by the mere strategy 
of a diplomat \vithout ever setting foot 
upon tin- soil of Africa. 


Stanley dreamed of founding a great 


International state In the center of Af- 
rica, but it never occurred to him to set 
up a kingdom of Ids own there, and 
make himself absolute monarch of the 
whole vast region to which his dis- 
coveries would seem to have made him, 
if any one, t i n - natural heir. 
Stanley 


knew the wealth of the Kongo, nnd 
saw there a great f u t u r e for the enter- 
prise and trade of Kuropoaii nations, 
but it never occurred to him to treat 
that whole vast territory and its in- 
habitants as Ids personal property, con- 
verting the country inh. a plantation, 
and m a k i n g the natives serfs. 


This has liei-n the .special mission of 


the royal rubber merchant of Belgium 
fllld lie lias accomplished it by tile sim- 
plest possible of political devices. 
By 


the decree of ISS.'i lie dispossessed the 
natives of all the land except the lit- 
tle strips of tilled soil about the vil- 
lages, making it in theory as it lias 
since become in practice, a crime for 
natives to gather rubber or ivory in 
the forests and for the traders to bin- 
It of them. As it was by playing otf 
the i towers one against another that 
the king obtained bis first foothold in 
central Africa, so it lins been by pit- 
ting the savage tribes of the interior 
against each other, arming one tribe 
and employing it as a policeman for 
the others, that he has been able with 
a handful of white men to subjugate 
the country, establish state slavery and 
enforce the rubber tax. 


True, this has only been accompU.ah- 


•4 with terrible destruction of the na- 
tive peoples and with a cgrolcal dlare- 


gard of every pledge that was made to 
the Kuropoan powers at the time tho 
Kongo government was first establish- 
ed. 
This Is precisely the source of 


these complaints of traders and mis- 
sionaries that come to us from the 
Kongo. It is the meaning of tho inter- 
national movement now on foot to com- 
pel fulfillment of these earlier pledges. 


In international affairs it is not jus- 


tice but "the accomplished fact"—not 
what should lie but what Is—to which 
we invariably bow. 
In the relations 


of the great powers we seem to have 
as yet little more than tho mere play 
of natural forces. But sooner or later 
the civlli/ed world must unite in set- 
ting a limit to the ruthless exploitation 
of native peoples that is now going on 
over the whole earth. Economical in- 
terests demand it, and nothing but in- 
ternational jealousies and the lack of 
an informed international opinion can 
prevent It. Why should the powers not 
make a beginning here in what at In- 
ception was called "an international 
colony," tin1 Kongo Free- State'.'

"Three (ieneratioiiH to Mnkc u Centle- 


inaii," la Fact, Not Fancy. 


Prof. Karl Pearson, F. K. S., who 


lias taken a leading part in founding 
the doctrine of evolution on a statisti- 
cal basis, explained to a deeply inter- 
ested audience at the Royal Institu- 
tion some of the results \\hicli have 
been arrived at. 
Two of tiie.se are of 


special importance, says the London 
Telegraph. 
It is shown by examina- 


tion of large numbers of persons that 
mental and moral as well as physical 
qualities are Inherited, and to the samo 
extent. Taking school children and ex- 
amining them minutely with respect to 
curliness and color of the hair, length, 
breadth and height of the head, color 
of the' eyes, the cephalic index, and 
health, on the one hand; and, on the 
other, testing them for Intelligence, 
vivacity, conscientiousness, popularity, 
temper, self-consciousness, shyness and 
handwriting, the degree of inheritance 
in the tw& categories came numerically 
as close as 321 to 522. 
Secondly, it is 


proved that two or three generations 
will sulflce to create a new stock. Sta- 
tistics of large numbers show that 
there U iflor« than U often supposed In

structed while fin briefly told of the 
proceeduro and methods followed in 
law making. 


"Ono of tho bills that will Inter- 


est you," said tho aponkor, "is tho 
bill which appropriate* 8150,000 for 
the establishment of an agricultural 
farm in connection with the State 
University, to bo knwon as tho Uni- 
versity Farm. "Another bill of in- 
torost to fruit grower* la tho one that 
ntirrioa with it 
an appropriation of 


S.'IO.OOO for tho establishment of an 
experimental and pathological labor- 
atory In Southern California for tho 
invoHtigation of tho dlsonaos Inciden- 
tal to oltriiH culture. 
This station 


w i l l probably bo located either at 
Whittler or Highlands in connection 
with tho public inatltntlonu located 
thore. 


"Tho conservation of water is one 


of the Hauoa of tho hour in Southern 
California, 
and 
ao anything 
that 


bears on that question is of ititereat 
to our pooplo. "The matter of hotter 
protection for our forest reserves has 
boon one of considerable concern to 
me," «ald Mr. Jobnstone, "so upon 
my arrival at Sacramento J investiga- 
ted and found that while a bill bad 
been drafted from the report of the 
United States Commission on Fores- 
try, yet no one had come forward to 
champion tho bill in the 
Assembly.

spinning down tho rapid grooves of 
chnnge. 


In 18oO, the year when Wnrren's long 


period of civil death commenced, Dnr- 
win's "Origin of Species," startling 
the world and revolutionizing scientific 
thought, came from the printing press, 
tn that your the use and development 
of petroleum began. 
In that 
year 


Oregon, discarding the short trousers 
of a territory, donned the 
garb of 


Statehood and made the thirty-third 
member of the Union; now there are 
forty-five States. In 1859 the popula- 
tion of the United States was 31,000,- 
000; now it is 82,000,000. In 1859 the 
people of Connecticut numbered 450,- 
000, and a count of noses in the big- 
gest town of tile commonwealth dis- 
closed scarcely 30,000 dwellers; now 
tho census of the State has bounded 
forward to 070,000 and of New Haven 
to 120,000. 


Warren had been behind grim walls 


nearly two years wheu the first shot

In 1878 the 


electric light first dazzled the eyes of 
the wondering world. Water gas was 
produced five years later, and in the 
same year of 1883 the Brooklyn bridge 
was finished. Medical science was 
making great strides the while, and In 
1885 Pasteur first inoculated for hy- 
drophobia. 


Warren hn.d reeled off twenty-seven 


years of his life sentence when in 1880 
at Scranton, Pa,, the first successful 
American trolley wns put In opera- 
tion.

chine, the delicate and complete mech- 
unisui by which this article Is put Into 
type, and which Is now a leading fea- 
ture of the equipment of every larga 
dally newspaper, was made practica- 
ble. 
Warren's term of Imprisonment 


had mounted up to at least thirty-five 
years when the automobile was Intro- 
duced, and It had passed 
two-score 


yeurs when wireless messages began 
to be transmitted.—Hartford Times.

A Ill-L- 
ot driftwood is'built in tho center of 
the floor of tho kashlin—the onc-room 
house wlioro the mon and boys of the 
village pass most of ihelr time- -mid 
when the smoke has passed off and tho 
wood IH rednccc1 to red, glowing coals, 
a cover is put over the Hinokoliole In 
the roof nnd the pluco becomes Intense- 
ly hot. Tho boys then must take off 
tlioir clothes and sit about the furnace-

comes as rod as tho shell of a boiled 
lobster and Booms on the point of Mis- 
tering.
